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SCHOOL REPORT—1932-1933 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Sidney, Maine: 


I hereby present my first annual report as superintendent of 
the schools of Sidney. 

This report is fifteenth in the series of similar reports. 

The usual statistical tables relating to the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the school department are included in and made a 
part of this report. You will see by consulting the financial 
part of this report that Sidney received $88.45 less than last 
year for Common School and High School purposes. 

This was due to the fact that there was not as much money to 
be distributed by the State to the several towns, cities and plan- 
tations for Common School and High School purposes as last 
year. You will also see that there was a gain of $70.00 in the 
equalization fund over last year. This was due to the fact that 
Sidney had a very high municipal tax rate and a very high school 
tax rate as compared with the average for the State in 1931. 
The average municipal tax rate for the State was .05414 and the 
average school tax rate was .01297 in 1931. 

The municipal tax rate for Sidney in 1931 was .066 and the 
school rate was .01583. > 

It is now estimated that the State funds for ainteiaieaes for 
Common School and High School purposes this year will be 
twenty per cent less than last year. This will mean a loss to 
Sidney of about $600.00 in State funds this year. This fact must 
be taken into consideration in making up the school appropria- 
tions this year. At the present time some of the problems facing 
the public schools of this country are increased responsibilities 
and decreased resources. 

Because of the depression we find a larger increased enroll- 
ment in our public schools as a whole, all over the country and 
this is true in our high schools, due to the large number of young 
men and women unable to find work and are continuing their 
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training in the public schools. It is now estimated that if the 
same conditions as to schoo] attendance prevailed today, as in 
1920, nearly two million young people in this country would be 
added to the list of unemployed. 

Public education cannot be placed on a pedestal as a thing 
which is sacred and which cannot bear investigation. 

It can and must bear investigation from the top to the bottom, 
and it is an open challenge to every public school system in this 
country to maintain an economical and efficient administration 


which will convince the taxpayers that no extravagance or waste 
exists in public education.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 1933 


To F. G. Creed, Constable of the Town of Sidney in the County of 
Kennebec: Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Sidney, qualified 
by law to vote in Town affairs, to assemble at the Town Hall in 
said Town on Monday the 6th day of March, A.D., 1933, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Article 2.—To choose a Town Clerk. 


Article 3.. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of 
the Poor for the ensuing year. 


Article 4.—To choose one or more members of the School 
Board. 


Article 5. To choose a Treasurer and a Collector of taxes. 
Article 6. To choose a Fire Ward. 

Article 7. To choose one or more Road Commissioners. 
Article 8. To choose a Town Auditor. 


Article 9. To choose all other Officers required by law to be 
chosen. | 


Article 10. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for making and repairing highways and bridges and Eeier 
mine in what manner it shall be expended. 


Article 11.. To see if the town will vote ‘‘yes” or “‘no’”’ on the 
question of raising money to entitle the town to State aid as pro- 
vided in Section 20 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 
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Article 12. To see what sum, if any, the town will vote to 
raise in accordance with the provisions of Section 26 to 32 in- 
clusive of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 1930, for the 
construction of a State aid Highway extending from the Augusta- 
Sidney town line, northerly over the so-called River Road to 
the Town Farm Road, thence westerly to the Middle Road so- 
called, thence southerly to the Augusta town line, via the middle 
and Bog Roads and through the City of Augusta past the North 
Augusta Grange Hall and over the Bond Brook Road so-called, 
to Water Street, thence by the way of Cony Street, Bangor Street 
and Riverside Drive to the Vassalboro town line, thence over the 
State Highway and State aid designations by the way of Webber 
Pond, East Vassalboro and North Vassalboro to the Winslow 
town line, thence northerly through the town of Winslow to 
Route 137, thence over the State aid road in the town of Winslow 
to the Albion town line, thence over State aid roaa No. 1 in the 
town of Albion, to Albion Village, thence over State aid No. 5 
to the Palermo town line over Drake Hill so-called. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money and what sum, for the maintenance of State and 
State aid highways under the provisions of Sections 9 and 18 
of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Article 14. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for patrol work on the State aid roads. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $694.00 for maintenance of Third class highway 
according to the provisions of Section 43 to 47 inclusive, of Chap- 
ter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50 for 50-50 work. 


Article 17. To see what the town will vote to pay for hand 
labor trucks and teams for highway work for 1933. 


Article 18. To see what sum. if any, the town would recom- 
mend to take from the joint State aid account for the purpose 
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of applying bituminous surface treatment to State aid roads 
built within the past five years, in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 271, P. L. 1931. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to petition the County Commissioners to discontinue that 
part of the Eight Rod Road between the Minot Road and the 
Town Farm Road so-called. 


Article 20. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the support of the common schools. 


Article 21. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for tuition of scholars attending schools out of town. 


Article 22. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of school books. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money necessary to pay the salary of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Article 24. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the repair of school houses. 


Article 25. To see how much money the town will raise and 
~ appropriate for the support of the poor. 


Article 26. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate to defray town charges. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize one of the 
Selectmen to sell and convey real estate bought for taxes. 


Article 28. To see if the town will vote to issue and negotiate 
its notes, bonds or scrip for refunding or paying in whole or in 
part any indebtedness thereof which has become due and to 
fix the terms, conditions and manner on which said notes, bonds 
or scrip shall be issued. 
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Article 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation of taxes 
for the purpose of paying indebtedness of the town. Such loans 
to be paid during the current municipal year out of moneys raised 
during said current municipal year by taxes.
